Our hats are off to the Washington County Sheriff's office. 
for the return of a 2m mobile radio stolen from it's owner, 
John Ryan, W7KEZ. The radio had not been missing a week 
before it was offered for sale or trade to someone who thougt 
it was a very nice CB. It was described to me (KA7HJT) by 
another young man helping me for the day on one of my jobs. 
I knew the guy had no idea what he had and arranged an opp- 
ortunity to see it. If it had been a clean radio Ii could 
have gotten rid of some of my unused CB equipment. Anytime 
a non-ham has ham radio equipment you can be reasonably sure 
that someone got ripped off. After seeing the radio a call 
was put into the sherrif's office to check on it. It's amazing how fast they can 
come back to you. The information apparently goes into a computer and can be ret- 
rieved very quickly. Barbara Davenport, secretary in the detective division took 
the information, asking pertinent questions regarding make, model, serial number and 
for any other identifying marks, Since the address was'nt known for sure, it meant 
a drive by the house to get the number. By the time the number wes called back in, 
detective Tony Scheeland was typing a search warrant. Since the information was 
quite fresh he got a judges signature on the warrant and beat it over to the house. 
The suspect got worried due to the interest in the radio and had already gotten rid 
of it by the time detective Scheeland got there with the warrant. I don't know how 
he did it and it's probably best that way but he recovered the radio. 

Sgt. Lingle, in the detective division, said that if the right kind of information 
is skpplied, they are able to try and locate the stolen property. Things like "it 
was black and about this big" just does'nt hack it. If it is not properly ident- 
ified their hands are tied. Sgt. Lingle suggests that a list of everything in your 
household with a serial number be kept in a safe place for quick reference. That 
includes guns, cameras and etc.. It is a big help to have your drivers license 
engraved on-your property. Do not use your social security number! Naturally, if 
you get ripped off, it is important to call them quickly should you run into a 
situation like the abave. If you wait until the next day or so a judge would most 
likely laugh at an attempt for a warrant. There is a good possibility you would be 
called upon as a witness. No one likes that idea, to be sure, yet if we in the ham 
community won't help each other how could we ever expect anyone to help us? Sgt. 
Lingle also said we should call either the dispatcher at 648-8711 or the detective 
division at 648-8731 if we mm into a suspicious situation. Memorize the serial 
number or write it down if you can and also get a general description of the person 
so the boys in blue have something to go on. In this situation they did a bang-up 
job. Especially Tony Scheeland. Our hats off to you guys in Washington County. ae 
Maybe we can return the favor sometime...

The Organizing Commision of SPAR 
(Society for the Protection of Amateur 
Radio) is most encouraged with the out- 
come of its meeting at the Scottsdale, 
Arizona ARRL Southwestern Division 
Convention with the officials and Harry 
Dannals, waED: president of the ARRL. 
The his agreement

The August (1981) bulletin of SPAR 
provided a 14-point question-and-answer 
discussion of the what, why and how of 
SPAR and its proposed bylaws.

representing Amateur Radio. He was 
reassured that SPAR’s primary role is to 
‘fight for policies promulgated by ARRL 
when the tactics call for additional man- 
power and effort beyond the capacity of 
the ARRL staff and officers; that action’ 
on the part of SPAR would commence 
upon request from ARRL. It was stated 
that SPAR’s actions should be reversed 
for those situations which are of such. 
significance and magnitude that ARRL:- 
determines help is needed. i 

President Danrnals stated that he 
perceived the growth of widespread pro- 
hibitions against towers and antennas as 
one of the most urgent and dangerous 
problems facing Amateur Radio. He 
noted that such ordinances and actions 
were proliferating throughout the nation 


that it was; that in such circumstances 
the League staff needed additional 
skilled; dedicated help to develop the 
necessary clout to contain such problems 
nationally. -

Zap your 
NiCd batteries 


to life 


When an old NiCd wouldn't accept 
another charge, you used to throw 
it away. Now, you can bring these 


“dead” batteries back to life. 


by Herb Friedman 


hough NiCd cells and batteries 


are capable of being recharged | 


hundreds of times, many “die” be- 
fore they are recharged even 100 
times; some even go bad before 50 
recharges. 

In most instances, a NiCd goes 
“dead” because of an internal short, 
yet the NiCd can be resurrected 
from the dead with a relatively 
heavy surge of direct current that 
“burns” away the short. Once the 
short is removed, the NiCd can be 
recharged in the usual way. 

Some tough cases—NiCds that 
have been “dead” for many months 
or those with several internal 
shorts—require repeated high-cur- 
rent surges before the short(s) 
opens. But eventually, even the 


toughest NiCd. will “open up” for, 


recharging. Naturally, if the NiCd 
has “died” from natural causes and 
is simply “used up,” it can’t be 
restored. 

PM’s NiCd NuLife, which can be 
assembled from components avail- 
able from Radio Shack or most elec- 
tronic-parts distributors, is an easy- 
to-build device for restoring NiCds. 
Note that the NuLife is powered 
directly by the 120-volt powerline. It 
should be assembled in a plastic cab- 
inet, and except for the binding 
posts, no metal component that can 
be touched by the user should be 
connected to any part of the circuit. 
This includes the mounting screws 
for power switch S1 and the terminal 
strip. Make certain there is no con- 
nection to the terminal-strip lug 
that also serves as the strip’s mount- 
ing foot. 

The unit is assembled in a Radio 
Shack plastic Project Case, measur- 
ing approximately 6 x 3 x 2 inches. 


If you cannot obtain a double-pole, 
single-throw (d.p.s.t.) switch for 
power switch S1, use a double-pole, 
double-throw (d.p.d.t.) type and use 
only the connections on one side. 
Lamp NLI, the “charge indica- 
tor,” is a 120-volt neon lamp assem- 
bly that consists of a neon lamp and 
an internal resistor in a single hous- 
ing. Any of the 120-volt variety sold 
by Radio Shack and Calectro can be 
used—use the least expensive one. 
Do not, under any circumstances, 
substitute just an NE-2 neon lamp 
(without the resistor): It will blow 
out almost instantly when you apply 
power. NL1 must be a 120-volt ne- 
on-lamp assembly; the ‘“120-volt” 
means an internal current-limiting 
resistor is built into the assembly. 
Use any Silicon Controlled Rectifi- 
er (SCR) similar to the one specified 


-in the parts list. Just make certain 


the one you use is not designated 
“high-gate sensitivity”: The project 
requires an ordinary, inexpensive, 
general-replacement SCR. The 
SCR’s leads must be extended to fit 


NiCd battery rejuvenator, which we've 
named the NiCd NuLife, Is shown (above) 
hooked up to zap four AA-size cells. A 
press of the charge button will bring to life 
even old, ‘‘dead” cells. The wiring on the 
case front panel (left) is quick and simple. 


the terminal-strip’s lug spacing. 
Tack-solder about 3 inches of insu- 
lated wire to each SCR lead and then 
slip a short length of insulation tub- 
ing down the wire and over the SCR 
leads. If you have used shrinkable- 
tubing insulation, heat it with a 
match so it shrinks tightly over the 
leads. 

The only special component you'll 
need is capacitor C1. If you plan to 
restore only single-cell NiCds-—such 
as the AA, C and D sizes—C1 can be 
20 microfarads (mfd.). If you intend 
to restore multicell NiCds, use 40 
mfd. A 20-mfd./150-v. capacitor is a 
common size, so if you need a 40-mfd. 
capacitor and can’t locate one, con- 
nect two 20-mfd. capacitors in paral- 
lel, as we did in our own unit, shown 
in the component-side photo, page 
64. (Radio Shack doesn’t stock Cl, 
but it is available in the Calectro 
parts line. If you don’t have a Calec- 
tro distributor in your area, try a 
local TV-service shop. ‘ 


Operation 

The AA, C and D NiCds are most 
easily handled by mounting them in 
an inexpensive cell holder. Connect 
an insulated clip lead from the bat- 
tery’s positive terminal to the Nu- 
Life’s positive terminal; repeat this

procedure for the negative connec- 
tions. Then plug in the unit and set 
power switch S1 on. Initially, it will 
take about 10 seconds for NL1 to 
light, indicating Cl is charged. De- 
press charge pushbutton PB1 mo- 
mentarily. NL1 will go out instantly. 
That’s the only indication anything 
has happened. If there is a dirty con- 
nection between the battery and the 
holder, there might be a small spark 
and “pop” as the current burns 
through the dirt. 

Release PB1, and when NL1 lights 
(about three seconds), again press 
PB1. Give the NiCd a few surges. 

If you check the NiCd with a volt- 
meter, you’ll get an insignificant 
reading (less than .1 v.) which indi- 
cates the cell is ready for charging. 
If there is no meter. movement, con- 
nect the NiCd to the NuLife and give 
it 5 to 10 more surges. 


R1 


Don’t handle any connecting lead, 
the battery or a binding post if NL1 
is ON. To “close down,” or remove a 
NiCd, set S1 to orr and then press 
PM1. When NL1 goes out, the con- 
nections can be handled. The circuit 
is designed so that even without a 
NiCd connected, pressing PB1 will 
discharge C1 (extinguishing NL1). 

Recharge your batteries normal- 
ly. If they hold a charge, all is okay. 
If not, try the NuLife one more time 
before throwing in the towel. rM

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The picture on the left hand side shows the bottom of a Larsen mag mount with 
the interior exposed. The problem encountered with this particular mount was a loss 
of ground and it was caused by two things. You will note that the coax has no form 
of retainment. A pull on the coax, whether by accident or otherwise, puts a great 
deal of strain on the braid and center conductor at their attachment points. 

It is obvious, both in the first and second picture,that the braid has been 
separated from the brass sleeve. Oddly enough, there is no evidence of the braid 
being soldered but not having had the chance to inspect a healthy mount, itis 
assumed that the braid is a press fit into the sleeve. If so, it would make more 
than an adequate arrangement were it not for the fact that the coax has no retainer. 

The third picture shows the brass sleeve as well as the center conductor insu- 
lator. There is a considerable amount of exposed center conductor shown. More 
than enough to make physical contact with ground. In all fairness, the coax may 
have been accidentaly pulled, causing the braid to be pulled loose and stretching 
of the center conductor past it's limit of protection. 

Assuming that the center conductor is factory: trimmed to proper length and 
that the braid is a firm press fit, I would say that Larsen has a good and simple 
design. EXCEPT for the coax retainer! Fix that and no one should ever have a 
problem under normal usage. 

The mount shown is an older model which has cracks at each corner of the base. 
The braid showed a lot of deterioration from weather and was quite grey in color 
up to about 2" into the jacket. Larsen has an improved base now which is sealed 
at the corners and this will be of great help in keeping out water. BUT, the new 
mount has no rubber grommet where the coax enters the base and, as in the old style, 
no coax retainer] 

Any article which presents problems should have some suggestions for their 
solution, My suggestions for a foolproof mag mount are to carefully remove the thin 
metal base (it is glued on) and design a method for securing the coax. Also, put 
a good sealer, which will not attack the coax jacket, on both the outside and in- 
side of the base where the coax enters. Before replacing the bottom céver, scrape 
the magnet edges free of glue residue and re-glue with a non-rubberized,. water- 


‘proof cement. Sparingly! As an option, place a bead of elastic sealer around the 


inside, bottom edge of the mount. This will help seal the bottom from moisture. 
REMEMBER, If water can get in it mst have a way to get out. If you are unsure of 
your ability to completely seal the unit, leave it as the factory designed it. Just 
solve the coax retainer problem,
